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DREYER AUTO SLAYERS POUND? 



Three Kenosha Hen Confess to 
Knowledge' of Dead 
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ICEHOUSE ON. LAKE MARIE 



Frank Jackson nnd William Collier, tlto 
lalor chicE tester for tho Rambler works nt 
Kenosha, arc two who took tho rid o in 
tlio nittomoblle thnt run down aged John 
Drey or Into o*nc night Inst July, according 
to KonosliH pnpers. 

A sensational solution o£ Kenosha's 
fnmous automobile death mystery came 
when n warrant was issued for the - arrest 
of Edward Collier, formerly famous tin n 
bicycle rider, on a charge of killing Wni. 
Dreyor of St. Chnrles. Uroyor, an old man, 
wns found dead along the rond between 
Unci no nnd Kenosha on the morn i no; of 
.Inly 24. Ha had been crushed to death 
under the wheels of an nuteinobilo. 

The solution' of the myntery was brought 
About by voluntary statements mndo to tho 
court and district attorney by Frank L. 
Jackson, and Shelly Montgomery. These 
two mi;n, who had been in llio'cnr with 
Collier on .the night of tlio tragedy, tnld 
the whole story of tho death of Dreyer. 
They stated that Collier was operating tho 
car, which, while running at n speed of 
twenty- five miles an hour, struck the old 
nmn. The car wits not stopped, and tho 
three men lied in terror from the sceno of 
the killing ns fast as the machine could 
be run. 



It was admitted by the two men thnt 
they once mndo a compact to keep the mat- 
ter a secret. They had been nblo to keep 
this compact until lately, when threats of 
prosecution for perjury by tho distrjet at- 
torney, had forced thorn to talk. Collier 
was not asked to niako any statement,' hut 
it is understood that befoto tho other men 
talked they had been released from their 
agreement nnd thnt Collier had consented 
to take upon himself tho criminal charge. 

On tho day following Iho killing of 
Dreyor, Captain I/O wis, of Uncine, wns 
summoned to Kenosha to answer questions 
in regard to the ense, and a warrant for 
his arrest, charging' manslaughter, was is- 
sued but never servdd. 

Since that tima'nll tho detectives in the 
county had been id work on tho caso, and 
the Onal solution was reached. only after 
Jackson nnd Montgomery had been releas- 
ed from tint compact of secrecy. 

All tlio men connected with tho cose are 
prominent in Kenosha society, nn^lio rev- 
elations hnva caused a sensation. Collier, 
the accused man, is known on every nuto 
trnck in tho country as n daring driver. 

When taken into court Collier declined 
to made nny statement. II u gnvo bonds of 
$1,000 to insure his appearance in court 
for a hearing.

Has Lain for Years In Harbor of Port 
Phljlip, Australia. 

, A mystery of Port Phillip, Australia, 
lias Just been solved. For many years 
shipmasters and port authorities were 
perplexed by tho fact that while, tho 
'anchorage In Port Philip hay had a 
good bottom, a ship could not cast 
anchor In a certain place without tho 
anchor' becoming fouled with some 
thing so tenacious that no amount of 
winch powor could again bring It to 
the surface. 

Recently nn experienced diver waa 
sent down to Investigate the matter, 
nnd on his return ho stated that he 
found tho remains of a clipper ship 
200 fcot long. Ho was unable .to climb 
Into her and examine the Inside of tho 
"hull, because It had boon turned Into 
a sort of vast forcing Tramo, from 
which seaweed had grown to a height 
of GO foot, like a gigantic submarine 
cornfield. , % 

There are no refines of any wreck 
in tho vicinity, hut It la supposed that 
tho vessel was one nrrlvlng In Port 
Phillip during tho. earlier days of gold 
discovery.. Tho hull'. is "to ho torn 
away with dynamite, /and when tho 
growth 'of-- seaweed is removed tho 
Interior is to bo examined.

It Disappears. 

Professor Frederick Starr, head of 
the anthropology department of the 
University of Chicago, la relating to 
his clnss somo of, bis experiences In 
tho Congo Incidentally called attention 
to tho fact that the "old-fashioned fam- 
ily bible, with Its birth and death rec- 
ords, was rapidly disappearing from 
homes In civilized countries. 

"In not one-half tho families ttwlay 
were wu able to get tho exact age 
and place of birth nnd other desired 
data," he said. ' "It la even moro dffil- 
cult to get such Information In Africa, 
1 think If the Bible, or some such book 
as the old-fashtoued lllblo of. tho civi- 
lized homo existed these historical 
facta would he the more easily learned, 
and of courso the moral Inlluonce 
would bo greater." , 

Professor Starr also called atten- 
tion to tho motto of tho Congo Free 
State— "Labor and Progress." Tho 
motto, he said, was well known among 
the natives, young and old, 

"It Is notorious here that few Amer- 
icans know tho motto of their own 
state," concluded Professor Starr.

Authentic Report of Dig Deal Given for 
First Tlmo by this Paper. 

There has been much speculation for the 
pant two months, not only in this vicinity 
but in Chicago and even Lhiougli the Chi- 
cago nnd county press, in regard to the 
now ice house on Lake Mnrio and who was 
back of the deal, hut it is tho privilege of 
thin paper to furnish the QrBt nnd only 
authentic account of tho transaction. 

Some months ngo members of the Zobnk 
Club, an organization who last summer 
purchased a tract of land on Luke Cather- 
ine, near tho Sylvan Beach Hotel, conceiv- 
ed the idea of owning an ice house, as mowt 
of the in cm here were butchers or saloon 
men' in Chicago! 

They did not try to secure the land them- 
selves, hut through J.J. M or Icy the deal 
was successfully handled and brought to a 
final settlement, be buying the right-of* 
way outright and taking the chances of 
wining or loosing in the transaction. 
There were mnny drawbacks in securing 
tint right-of-way and the hike frontage^ 
and tliu trust ice company, who had a gen t« 
in this locality, tried to block the dual at 
every step of tho way. 
' After much labor tho right-of-way was 
secured, first from W. II. Tiffany and 
Senator A. N. Tiffany, then a Htiip of 
land was secured of Mrs. F. Si in mens and 
thirty-two acres bought of Uncle Joe Hi* 
near nnd a strip of land of Mrs. Overton. 
This brought them to the George Clark 
furui which had to be bought outright to 
get to the Inko and secure tho lake front- 
age that was , necessary. This farm con- 
sisted of seventy ncres and was secured nt 
a high price. 

After securing all of this property Mr. 
Mortey sold his entire holdings to the 
California Ico Company ot Chictigo, the 
pricn being $21,000. - 

When the ice trust woke up .the deeds 
hud been passed nnd the California Ice 
Company had been organized with $50,000 
capital, The live hundred stockholders are 
nil butchers, saloonkeepers and others using 
large Quantities of ico nnd no member can 
own moro than two shares, wherefore, it ia 
believed, the ico tru-t can never get con- 
trol. The ice house will have n capacity 
of florin t: 50,000 tons and will bo built 
this fall. In the meantime nnd for use 
the coming summer, this company has con- 
tracted ' with the Boyle Ico Company of 
Silver Lake- for 400 cam of ice to bo stored 
in their reserve house in Chicago. 

This, wo believe, is the biggest deal in 
land that has even been put. through, nnd 
Mr. Morley's friends, are offering congrat- 
ulations. / 



WISCONSIN REDUCES RAILROAD -RATES 

TtVo anJ a Half Cents a Mile Enough for 
Corporations Says State 

A fnr reachinig decision which becomes 
of interest it* related lo the central stale* 1 
agitation for two cent passenger fare on 
railroads was given out at Miiilisoii Inst 
week by tho Wisconsin railroad com mis- 
sion, culling passenger rates on the Chi- 
cago h. North western, this Chicago, Mil- 
wnukee & St." Paul and the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis ft Omaha roads from 'I 
to 2}£ rents a mile within twenty days. 

Though the other road* within the Plate 
of Wisconsin are not touched by the order, 
it is believed ihey all will reduce rides lo 
correspond glndlr, ami thus perhaps escape 
the (telugo of two cent rate agitation. 

The CDuuninsicn also ordered Unit 500 
mile books or tickets good within the state 
for ihn use of tho purchaser or his family 
be placed on sale at a II at rale of 2 cents a 
mile. 

The decision grows out of complaints 
tiled In hI March against every railroad 
operating within the stale, alleging thnt '•'• 
ecu In a mile for passengers was exorbitant. 
Six months waa coWumrd in Inking testi- 
mony and considering exhibits presented 
by tha railroads, and live months in con- 
sidering tho merits of the ense.

"America leads the world In tho ar- 
tificial tooth industry and Philadelphia 
supplioB a large percentage of the 
total output False teeth are shipped 
from thla country to the remote cor- 
ners of the earth. They, are to ho 
found In tho mouths of Japanese, Chi- 
nese, Hindoos, nnd even, It Is very 
likely, assisting In tlio mastication of 
the daily rations of the Zulus of South 
Africa, Indeed, INb not beyond tho 
limit of possibility that cannibal feasts 
are conducted with tho aid of Ameri- 
can-made artificial teeth. 

"Tho largest plant In the world for 
tho making of artificial teeth Is to be 
fouad In Philadelphia. The industry 
has grown to Its present mammoth 
proportions within a comparatively 
short tlmo, for tho dentists of old days 
made the teeth for his customers In 
a room adjoining tho operating depart- 
ment They wore usually ill-fitting 
and, being made from bono or Ivory, 
would not stand the wear long. Tho 
discovery of n way to make false teeth 
by a composition that was practically 
Indestructablo marked, the beginning 
of a new era la the ability of the hu- 
man family to repair tho ravages of

Lyinir in his lied in a room at 301 Ken- 
nard street, Waukcgan, Sunday nfternoon, 
George Kcrkirian was killed by a bullet 
In the heart that came from the room above 
him where Hiigop Acdrinn. nn Armenian 
youth of 17, woa playing with a Winches- 
ter rifle, which ho did not know how to 
handle. 

Dallied nt first by tho unwillingness to 
talk of the sixteen Armenians who board 
and room at tho plnce, Assistant Chief of 
Police Tyrrell and Captain Clarence Hicks, 
by some of the cleverest police detective 
work over done in Wnnkegun, finally 
rounded up tho slayer, secured a confession 
from his lips, and lodged him in thu city 
jail. 

The cuio is one of tho most jriteresting 
and peculiar the police have ever denlt with 
and furnishes a remarkable instance or. the 
trueness of ihn detective instinct 

The premises is us«l by a club of sixteen 
Armenians who employ a cook by the week 
nnd shnro the expenses. 

DownBtairB, in his room, on tbo bed lay 
Kcrkirian, who is a baker employed nights 
in an Armenian bnko shop on Oak street. 

Upstairs, were groups of Armenians en- 
gaged in various pastimes, while over in 
the room directly above thnt occupied by 
Kcrkirian, in a little closet all by himself, 
Hiiiiop Acdrian wns admiring and playing 
with a Winchester pump gnu, 



Suddenly prohnbly while lie was putting 
on tint enver, l\u> pun exploded, discharg- 
ing its contents through tin* (loor and into 
tho room beneath, where tho messenger o£ 
death lodged in the heart of Lire dozing 
Kcrkirian. 

By the limn tho police pnrty arrived, or 
some time before, Kcrkirian was dead, and 
to nil in Lents and purposes a mystery deep 
and bn filing con fronted the officers, as the 
slory related nhove was revealed only by 
confession of Acdrian hours afterward. 

Tin* Lnrson & Connul dead wngon was 
summoned and Deputy Coroner Edward 
Conrad impaneled a jury which rode to the 
sreno of the tragedy in tho am hula nee. 

As soon as the jury arrived it was shown 
the remains, 

On a dirty tick lay the dead mna, who 
had been removed from the bedroom on 
the north sidu of the house to a sort of 
sitting room. He wns fully dressed, except 
that his shoes wpre off. 

In tint U'llromo from which he had been' 
removed the lied wns shown in the disorder 
in which the man's death wullaw had left 
it. 

Above in the ceiling was a cleancut hole 
through whicli the leaden messenger had 
come, 

Acdriim, after a riudd cross examination, 
made a clean confession, showing that the 
trngi*dy was purely ncciilentnl. 

The coroner's inquest wns postponed 
until TuHsdnv.

"I am of the samo opinion as tho 
Clerk of ono of tho circuit courts of 
Ohio," said A. H. Petty, of Urbuaa. 
"We had been talking of Various law- 
yers who hnd made national reputa- 
tions, and in that particular circuit 
many famous men had prnotlced he- 
fore the courts. Tho clerk, who had 
had long experience and was n man of 
koen observation, asked mo whom I re- 
garded as the greatest lawyer I had 
civer heard plead. I could not then call 
to -mind any ono who, in my opinion, 
stood out conspicuously above a dozen 
big men. 'The greatest lawyer,' said 
the clerk, 'that over appeared la a 
court*in this country was Benlamln 
Harrison, Ho never made an argu- 
ment In a court room that ho did not 
Instruct tho man on the bench.' That 
was high prnlso, hut looking at It af- 
terward I came to the samo conclu- 
sion. He had tho greatest legal mind 
of any lawyer In the last 30 years In 
my oplnioa, and many otherB with 
whom 1 have talkod aro of tho same 
belief."— Washington Post

One Hundred and Forty-five Passen- 
gers Hurt — Victims, Nearly Alt 
Women, Terribly Man' 
flled. 



Warns Country of Approaching Rec- 
ord- Breaking Crop of Re- 

•celverahlps. 



Kew York.— Twenty-two dead ' and 
14It others more or lean sortDUBly In- 
jured, is the result of tlio wreck of an 
electric cxuroHs train on ttto Now 
York Central railroad at Two Hundred 
and Fifth street and Wobstor avenue 
Saturday night. , 

Of the largo number of Injured, 50, 
according to hospital and police re- 
ports, arc seriously hurt and the death 
Hat mny be Incronaed within tho next 
24 hours. Most or tho others nro Buf- 
fering from lacerations or Bhock, and 
will recover. 

Can Hurled from Track. 
Four carfl of tho train, which waa 
drawn by two'btg electric locomotives 
and running at high speed, left the 
track and plunged down un embank- 
ment. 

The wreck occurred on a curve, and 
so great was tho momentum nf the 
train that tho cars which left the 
track' woro dragged along the ties and 
Bh altered to bits. Tho rear coach, 
which waa filled mainly by women, 
snapped from tho train, rolled over 
and over and Anally collapsed, a mass 
of splintered wood arid twisted steel, 
while tho bodies of dead and Injured 
passengers were strewn for 100 yards 
along Woodlawn n venue. 

Crowded with Women. 
The train, which was made up o! 
tho two motors, a combination bag- 
gage car and smoker and four tins- 
Bcnger coaches, left the Grand Central 
station at 0:13 o'clock. It was crowd- 
ed with women on their way home 
f ronu matinees, and with commuters 
for Whito Plains and points beyond. 
After -making tho stop at One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth street, tho train 
was scheduled to run to White Plains 
without a atop. It had a clear track. 
and was making unusually fast time. 

At Wood la wo avenue the four 
tracks run through a rocky cut and 
take a sharp curve. When tho train 
reached tho curve both motors and 
the smoking car swung safely around, 
hut the cars following left the rails 
and, plunging over on their sides with 
a terrific crash, lore up the tracks and 
after sliding 1 00 yards collapsed. 
Dead Strewn on Track. 
Tho dead and dying were strewn 
along tho tracks. Many of tho vic- 
tims wfeVo almost unrecognizable. In 
being dragged along the cinders and 
coal dUBt had been so ground into 
their faces and the exposed parts of 
their bodies, that it was with difficulty 
that the rescuers could tell whether 
they were whito or black. 

Ambulances ami surgeons from 
every hospital In Bronxborough and 
Trotn Bellevue, and the pollco reserves 
from many stations were soon on 
. hand and the work of rescue was car- 
ried on rapidly. 

Cause of Wreck Unknown. 
Tho cause of the wreck Is still n 
matter of speculation. All Saturday, 
night Inspector Flood of the police de- 
partment, Coroner Schwannecko and 
Assistant District Attorney Smythc. 
togther with other members' of the 
district attorney's force, looked over 
the Bccnc and sought to determine the 
cnuse of tho derailment of the train. 
Tho wreckage "was completely 
cleared nway'Suaday. All four of the 
tracks' or the New York Central 
through the rocky cut where the train 
left the rails and several of tho cars 
went to pieces, had been cleared. Tlic 
track on which the train wns running 
and which was ripped up In the acci- 
dent bad been restored, the third rail 
replaced and traffic resumed. 
Statement for the Company. 
In an official statement Sunday, J, 
C. IlHmmond, press representative of 
tho New York Central railroad, said 
that the Investigation made by the 
railroad officials had not disclosed the 
cause of the accident. One of the 
small wheels on the left side of the 
front of tho leading motor was found 
to be broken at the point of derail- 
ment, as pieces of the wheel wfiro 
picked up at that point. In almost the 
?ame Bpot, he said, a rail was broken, 
but It was impossible to say which of 
these caused the wreck and which re- 
sulted from IL Ho said the train waa 
six minutes late and that the reports 
af ' the trainmen and of officials who 
bad investigated showed that It was 
going from 46 to GO miles an hour. 

There were many exaggerated 
itoriOB of tho wreck in circulation. 
Ono was to the. effect that many of 
those killed had boon electrocuted by 
'ho. third rail. This was , absolutely 
denied by the coroner as well as by 
the police, who declaro that none of 
the bodies was burned. 



Now York. — Theodoro P. Shonts, 
addressing the Iowa club at a 
banquet here, defended stock watering 
and gave n Bolemn warning of tho 
peril that lies in the rail road- rate agi- 
tation at present sweeping tho coun- 
try.

Judgment the time has come to be fair 
to both Riders of this controversy. In 
other words, tho time has come for 
what tho president calls a 'square 
deal,' but wa want it all around. 
' "There Is no doubt that In tho build- 
ing up of these properties things have 
beon dono which though legally right 
were morally wrong; but becauee they 
were legally right and cannot bo legal- 
ly disturbed, whnt Is tho use of ex- 
ploiting tbem when no result caa bo 
Becured except to furnish material for 
the charlatan and tho deniagoguo and 
to intensify class bitterness? 

"If any government,- whether nation- 
al, state or municipal, permits any in- 
justice to bo done to corporations sim- 
ply because they nro corporations, 
whether this Injustice la tho result of 
proper or Improper motives, the real 
sufferer In the last analysis Is tho 
small investor. 

"Lot us compromise on tho beat 
available and tho most practicable. 
Let the railroad managers Jay aside 
all subterfuge and como nut In tho 
open. Let there bo a maximum o! 
publicity and a minimum of legisla- 
tion. Let eminent financiers and cap- 
tains of industry co-opcrnto with the 
president to bring about better corpor- 
ate practice."

der military Instruction. The soldierly 
ideal Is taking root, and these small 
cadets are said to give every promise: 
of smartness and efficiency. 

In Industrial life it Is the same. The 
printing press of the west has come 
to the land where the art was known 
long before Caxton. Tho Celestial 
compositor stands at European case! 
tilling his stick, and In the machine 
rooms the most perfect presses driven 
by electricity are looked after by 
clever workmen who have learned 
their business In Europe. Thus the 
Chinaman of to-day receives his up-to- 
duto newspaper, 

Oa the railways Chinese official* 
drive the latest patterns of locomo 
tlves, which are sometimes built In 
China, or 1 if not, are put together thora 
by native artificers. 

On the roads tho motor car hot 
made its appearance — not the anti- 
quated machines that Europe has casl 
aside, but powerful new vehicles ol 
from 20 to HO horse-power.

All of tho Islands wore discovered 
by English expeditions. Consequently 
Cunnda's right under tho parliament- 
ary' act of 1870 to add thoni to tier 
possessions Is not to bo disputed. 
Lying for north of tbo latltudo of tho 
northern coast of Alaska, and to be ap- 
proached from tho coast only through 
Lancaster sound or Jones Bound, nei- 
ther of which is navigable during the 
grcnter part of the year, nono of those 
Islands Is habitable by white men.

JHICAGO MAN IN CHARGE 



Jhester W. Church Has the Intoroata 
of tho Moneyed .Men to Care For 
—Many Concerns Not Op- 
posed to the Law. 

Springfield. — Commllteo hoarlnga 
fill occupy a largo iinrt'of tho niton- 
Itlon of the. legislature this week. Tho 
I most Important subject up far con- 
iBidcratlmi will bo tho reciprocal do- 
linurrago hill by tho railroad commit- 
too, tho local option bill- by flio Judi- 
ciary committee, and tho employment 
| agency hill liy the license committee, 
all In the lower house*. The last named 
bill, with ita important' Interests to 
porsons seeking employment, and thn 
aid of ngenclea to socuro It, la en- 
(1 angered Jn aome vital points because' 
it' would atop tho practices of Bovoral 
large agencies which havo consider* 
nlil'ii influence In Springfield. One of 
these asenclea la fighting a provision 
to prevent the publication of "blind 
advertisements," which deceive a per* 
soa seeking employment into believ- 
ing that an actual position Is open, 
whereas tlio advortUomont Is merely 
a trick on the part of tho agency to 
got hold of tho unemployed. Another 
large agency with branches all over 
the country *ts lighting a provision 
which wotfklfttop tho practice of 
charging iy*£bscr1bers, in addition 
to tho regular, registration fee of two 
dollars allowed by law, a throe-dollar 
feo In tho shape of a subscription to 
n magazine. Tho principal oppoaltlon 
thus far has como from two sources. 
A great majority or agencies, accord- 
ing to tho Rtatomcnt of Superintend- 
ent Crtulou of tho South side free em- 
ployment agency in Chicago, aro will- 
ing to have the bill passed. Managers 
of both these ageaclcs, which are the 
chief opponents of this remedial leg- 
islation, live In tho district represent- 
ed by Chester W. Church of Chicago. 
It was largely duo to his cfTorts that 
the license committee refused to pasB 
tho blls out of committee last week. 
Church, Baying that both managers 
have requested him to permit their in- 
terests to ub Injured without n hear- 
ing, asserts that he Is not opposed to 
tho measure, but that ho ooly InBlsta 
that they shall ijo given a chance to 
make* their nrgu meats. 



Millions Hinge on One Word. 

On tho exact moaning of tho word 
"rovonuo," nB used In tho state con. 
Btttutlon, hinges tlio argument of At- 
toruoy General Stead against tho mo* 
,tlon ot the Illinois Control Railroad to 
dismiss tho caso brought by the stoto 
In tho supremo court to collect mil- 
lions of dollnrs In bnck componsntlou. 
Tho attorney genornl (lied his brief 
ami argument In tho case in the su- 
premo court. The railroad company 
was given tlvo days to reply. In fil- 
ing tho motion asking that tho case 
be dlBmlsBod for want of orlglnnl jur- 
isdiction, the attorneys. for tho rail- 
road maintained, that tho word "rev- 
enue'' as employed In that cIqubo of 
the stato constitution conferring or- 
iginal jurisdiction on the supremo 
court In enses relating to rovenuo in- 
fers only to such rovonuo as Is tho 
product of tnxntion. An exactly op- 
posite view Is taken by Mr. Stood, 
who contends that tho word "rev- 
enue," ob used in tho constitution, In- 
cludes note only tho Income produced 
by tho various modea of taxation, but 
also any annual or current income de- 
rived from any other source. Many 
authorities are cited by tho state in 
support of this view. As tho rail- 
road's attornoys hold that tho word 
"rovonuo" means only the product of 
taxation In this particular case, they 
maintain that the supreme court, 
therefore, has no original Jurisdiction 
In tho cnBo, since it Is tholr conten- 
tion that money which tho state 
claims Is, owing It from the Illinois 
Central Is not tnxes, but compensa- 
tion for favors granted by the stato. 
This Is denlod by the state, which con- 
tends that tho Income from the per- 
cent um of tho gross receipts of the Il- 
linois Centrni charter lines, as provid- 
ed within the defendant's charter, 
comes within tho constitutional moon- 
lag of tho word "rovenuo," and that 
tho. court, therefore,- haa' original Jur- 
isdiction over .the matter.

Will Be Signed by Governor. 

Tho hill for the stato registration of 
trained mimes will pass both branches 
of tho general assembly and b'o signed 
by Governor Dencen within a Tow 
weeks, It. Is predicted. 

Bills containing in general the pro- 
visions of the present measure wcro 
passed by tho forty-third and forty- 
fourth general assemblies, but Gover- 
nor *Yatoa and Governor Deacon ve- 
toed thorn because of technical faults. 
Senator A. G. Clark of South Chicago, 
who bun charge of tho present bill, 
has been In frequent conference with 
the governor, and went back to Chi- 
cago from here carrying with him a 
rough dvnft of the bill embodying Mr. 
Dcneeu'u Ideas as to tho points nec- 
essary to safeguard all late rests con- 
cerned um! mako the measure consti- 
tutional. Ho announced that ho would 
hold a conference with tho officers 
of the Illinois State Association of 
Graduated Nurses and their attorney, 
Robert 'McMurdy, in' Chicago. . 

Inasmuch as tho legislators for two 
sessions have desired to create a stan- 
dard and a license for competent 
nurses In tho Interests of public wel- 
fare. It Is expected that tho measure 
will nnsa both houses In tho form 
which moots the governor's approval, 
nnd be signed at once. It will proba- 
bly be oho of tho few measures which 
will pass the. assembly before tho 
spring election In Chicago, 



Bill Blocked In House, * 

Employment agencies of tho state 
which aro fighting legislation Intended 
to give protection to men and women' 
seeking employment were successful 
In blocking the new employment 
agency bill In the house license com- 
mittee.. The setback may bo only tem- 
porary, but it was successful in tying 
tho measure up for tho _ time being. 
This hill seeks to protect n class of 
pcoplo unfortunate enough to.be de- 
pendent on other cfTorts than their 
own to secure a chance to earn a live- 
lihood. Supt. Cruden of tho Chicago 
South Side free employment bureau, 
who "is delegated by the state labor, 
commissioners with the supervision of 
tho Chicago employment agencies, has 
been unable, under tho present law, to 
prevent many of tho abuses, and ho 
and others Interested In tho subject 
are asking for a law which will enable 
tho state to exercise an effective con- 
trol of Independent agencies. .. The bill 
Introduced , by Representative Ton 
would make It ' impossible for on 
agency to charge a fee without obtain- 
ing employment for the porson pnylng 
for that service, and would prevent 
the publication of "blind" advertise- 
ments In newspapers, two of the prac- 
tices most oomplolned of.

Fights Voluntary Relief, 

A big delegation of labor 'represen- 
tatives- headed by W. M. Rocsoll, sec- 
retary' of tho legislative committee of 
tho Chicago Federation of Labor, and 
by C. A," Randal I, legislative represen- 
tative of tho Order of Railway Train- 
men, appeared before tho house com- 
mittee on Judiciary and urged , the 
paBBago of house bill No. 13, which 
necks to abolish so-called "voluntary 
relief associations" such as prevail on 
certain railway systems. . This bill 
provides that any insurance contract 
of this kind shall not act as a bar to 
action for damages for death or Injur- 
ies and ts one of the measures that or- 
ganized labor will press for passage. 

Loan Club is Incorporated, 
- The stato auditor of public accounts 
authorized tho Incorporation of the 
Geneva Building and Loan association 
of Genova, Kane county, 111. Tho capi- 
tal stock is flxod^t 1300.000 and tho 
duration of the corporation at 30 
years. The incorporators aro John 
Wheeler. C. H. Klelnbeak, John G. 
S trader, O, W. Johnson,' John T. Peter- 
son, F. M, Maratlller and John II. 
Cory. 



Complain of Clinics. 
' Tho house appropriations commit- 
tee with Its control of the stato purse 
strings, has up for judgment tho new 
methods employed by the state board 
of charities In the management of 
stato Institutions. Tho committee will 
Investigate tho manner In which in- 
sane patients of the Elgin asylum are 
treated. Special complaint has been 
made by Speaker Edward Shurtleff of 
clinics conducted by Dr. V. H. Pod- 
stata, superintendent of the institu- 
tion, and attended by physicians of 
tho Pox River Valley Medical associa- 
tion and qther doctors. His complaint 
was Incorporated la a set of resolu- 
tions presented to the* house by him 
and referred to "the appropriations' 
committee by him. 



Washington. — President Roose- 
velt Wednesday sent to both houses 
of congress a long message call- 
ing attention to what ho terms the 
"urgent need of legislation nffecttng 
the different phases of tho public, land 
situation in tho United States." 

He advocates tho conservation of 
cool and other fuel resources on lands 
stilt belonging to the government, say- 
ing that henceforth tho nation should 
retain Its' title to its fuel supplies, 
urges federal control of tho western 
public land pastures, with a system of 
small grazing fees, and asks for an ap- 
propriation of half a million dollars, 
immediately available, In addition to 
present estimates, to aid In detecting 
and preventing land frauds. Ho con- 
tends for a system of government leas- 
ing of mineral lands and for treating 
these fuel lands as public utilities. 

The president points out that It 
would have been better If some East- 
ern coal lands had been left under 
government control and suggests pro- 
vision In tho West "against recurrence 
of tho conditions we deplore In the 
East" Citing 2,300 cases of pubjlc 
land entries in four districts, tho presi- 
dent says noncompliance with tho law 
was found In over half of them and do- 
liberate fraud in very many. 

First referring to the previous 
messages on the subject, tho president 
again calls attention to the importance 
of legislation to provide for title to and 
development of the surface land as 
separate and distinct from the right to 
underlying mineral fuels and the dis- 
posal 'of those mineral fuels under a 
leasing system on conditions which 
would inure to the benefit of the pub- 
lic 



Cardiff.— The BrltlBh steamer Hell- 
opolis collided Saturday midnight with 
the British steamer Orlanda, outward 
bound from Ponarth. 

The Orlanda sank and 14 persons, 
Including her captain wcro drowned. 

The HollopoliB put into this port 
with her bows damaged. 

Tho night was clear, but there wua 
a gale blowing sod a heavy sea run- 
ning. ' Tho Orlanda, which was coal 
laden for Spczzla, was struck between i 
tho engine room and the stoke hole j 
and so badly damaged that she imme- > 
dlatoly began to fill and heeled over 
and sank within half an hour. Tho 
Hollopolls drifted away without ren- 
dering assistance. 

. The captain mustered nil. tho Orl- 
ando's Id men on deck. Each was 
given a life belt and jumped Into the 
boo. Six of them reached a water- 
logged lifeboat, the only boat it was 
possible to launch,- and all of them, 
with the exception or ono who died 
from oxhaustlon, were rescued by a 
pilot boat after suffering greatly from 
exposure.

The fact that tho dis- 
trict attorney seems disposed to let In 
testimony of every character provided 
there Is a preliminary opinion from 
tho witness that the man was ot un- 
sound mind at the time to which the 
testimony refers, was taken as further 
indicating that Mr. Jerome may, at 
the psychological moment, if he 
deems his hand strong enough, de- 
mand the appointment of a commis- 
sion, to pass upon Thaw's state of 
mind at tho present moment 

Contents of Will and Codicil. 

The will and the codicil, as read to 
the jurors Monday, were offered In 
evidence as cumulative -testimony 'of 
Thaw's mental unsoundness prior to 
tho killing of White. In his will Thaw 
provided that his executors should 
set apart the sum of $50,000 for tho 
Investigation ot his death In oase of a 
violent or suspicious end and for the 
prosecution of tho persons suspected 
of having had a hand' in his taking 
off. In/his codicil Thaw left to a law- 
yer in Pittsburg the Bum of |7,600 to 
be used In securing legal redress from 
Stanford White and one, other person, 
whose name was not allowed to be 
read, for the benefit of four young 
women who, Thaw declared, had been 
the victims of "degrading assaults" In 
a house "furnished and used for orgies 
by Stanford Wlhto and other inhuman 



counsel for the defense during the 
latter part of last week after the trial 
had been adjourned because ot the 
death of Juror Bolton's wife. Mr. 
Bolton was early at the criminal court 
building and said he felt perfectly 
able to go on with the trial, It was 
decided that the jurors should not 
again bo confined until they finally re- 
tire to make up their verdict. 

Dr. Evans, who has been by far 
the most Important witness for the 
defense among the medical experts, 
detailed at great lengths his conversa- 
tions with Thaw In the Tombs. He 
told of how Thaw declared that his 
lawyers and physicians were in a 
conspiracy with the district attorney 
to "Tallroad" him to an asylum and 
.to prevent his case from coming, to 
trial, . He declared that "they wanted 
to close this matter up." Thaw told 
the physician that In his attempts to 
bring Stanford White to justice he 
had complained to 'District Attorney 
Jerome and that tho latter had told 
him to lot the niattor drop; thnt there 
was nothing to it. He also complained 
to Anthony Comstock and to a de- 
tective agency. 

* Evans a Match for Jerome. 

Late in the afternoon District At- 
torney Jerome cross examined Dr. 
Evans briefly on one point, of hla 
opinion 'that Thaw was of unsound 
mind at the time of executing bis will. 
The prosecutor and witness Hashed 
fire at the first contact and there was 
every 'Indication, that when Mr. Jerome 
undertook Dr. Evans' cross-examina- 
tion in general the proceedings would 
be ns lively and interesting as any 
over heard In a local courtroom. Dr. 
Evans met the preliminary attacks 
boldly, mid seemed' as 'ready with his' 
wits as the' district attorney.
